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GARDENING TIPS 


Early summer is ordinarily a 
good time to trim hedges, say 
horticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Good. Informal hedges of early 
flowering shrubs should be trimm- 
ed or pruned as soon as they have 
finished Flowering. Trim hedges 
of spruce, pine and fir while the 
condles of new growth are soft 
and before they unfold into leaf. 

Try to keep a hedge broad at 
the base and slightly narrower ot 
the top. If the top becomes wid- 
er than te base, lower parts may 
die back. A rounded or pointed 
top will help prevent a buildup 
of ice and snow in the winter. 

An additional trimming may 
be necessary as soon as the sum- 
mer growth is completed. 

Keep a careful watch for dis- 
ease and insect pests on rose bus- 
hes, remind horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture and Food. Black spot and 
powdery mildew ore the most tro- 
ublesome of the fungous disease. 
To control these, spray or dust 
during June. Brand name prepar- 
ctions for this purpose are sold at 
most garden and nursery centres. 

Aphids are bothersome insects 
on roses. They cluster on new 
growth and often are not noticed 
until the leaves wilt and curl 
due to their presence. Aphids 
can be controlled by spraying wth 
Malathion. As always, care must 
be taken with the use of these 
poisonous chemicals. Follow the 
directions on the label. 

This year's wet spring has en- 
couraged considerable weed grow- 
th Horticulturists with the Ontaric 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food recommend pulling or hoe- 
ing weeds in the home garden or 
flower border while the weeds are 
small. Most weeds are easily pub 
led when the ground is moist. 

If weeds are brought under con- 
trol at this time of the yeor, they 
will be less bothersome during the | 
holiday season.

Farm Products Marketing Board 
Recommendationon Ont. Onion 
Marketing Plan Accepted. 


In an opinion poll recently 
held in which 89% of the Ontario 
onion producers balloted, only 
58.5% expressed the opinionthat 
they were infavour of the Ontario 
Onion Producers’ Marketing Plan 
as presently constituted. 

Acting on the basis of this 
expression of opinion, which was 
short of 66 2/3 % usually. requir- 
ed the Farm Products Marketing 
Board has made the following re- 
commendations to The Honourable 
Wm. A. Stewart, Minister of Agr 
iculture and Food, which the 
Minister has accepted: 

(1) The Marketing regulations 
for the Ontario Onion Pro- 
ducers’ Marketing Plan be a- 
mended so that the authority 
to direct and control market- 
ing no longer applies. 

(2) The present local board orits 
successors be retained in off- 
ice in order that it may carry 
on the necessary functions of 
the board to collect outstand- 
ing accounts in behalf of the 
producers and wind up all of- 
fairs relating to the Market- 
ing of the 1968 crop of oniors 
and distribute the surplus fund 
to producers. 

(3) The promotional features of 
the plan as presently constitu 
ted be maintained, in order 
that there may be a recogni- 
zed body to represent the pro: 
ducers of onions, in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario. 

(4) The amount of licence fee be 
reduced to not more than2¢ 
per 50 Ib. bag of onionsorits 
equivalent. Service charges 
will no longer apply - 

(5) A study of the onion industry 
be undertaken with special re 
ference to marketing. The 
terms of reference of such a 
study should include the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) The supply and demand rela- 

tionships for onions in both dom- 

estic and export markets. 

(b) Alternative marketing, distri- 

bution and pricing systems which 

might be developed to maintain 

Ontario Producers in an econom- 

ically competitive position. 

(b) The long range potential for 

the expansion of the industry 
through positive merchandizing 
and selling techniques especially 


with reference to encouraging in 
creased consumer demand in Ont 
and the total domestic market. 


The Board recommends that 
this study should be conducted by 
Gn informed person who is inde- 
pendent of, but who would 
Consult with onion producers and 
the Onion Board, members of the 
trade, retailers and consumers.In 
addition, he should have access 
to the research facilities and the 
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assistance of the staff of the Farm 
Economics and Statistics Branch 
Ontario Dept. of Agriculture and 
Food. 

In making the above recomm- 
endations, the Board believes 
that the best interests of the oni~ 
on industry will be served in the 
light of the marketing experience 
of the board and the opinion of 
producers as expressed in the re- 
cent poll; an expression which in: 
dicates insufficient support of the 
marketing regulation, but which 
nevertheless manifests by 258.5% 
majority, the belief of many pro- 
ducers in the need for an organi- 
zation to represent themin the 
promotion of this commodity.

On August Ist, 1967, Zivojin 
Dokic of Toronto was arrested by 
constable Riley of the Deseronto 
Police Dept. for ability impaired. 

He was let out on $ 100. cash 
bail and remanded to appear o n 
August 31st, but did not appear at 
that time.

On June 27, 1969 he was con- 
victed onan Ability Impaired 
charge with a fine of $ 100. plus 
$58. costs or 7 days in jail.

Outspoken Member 
of Parliament Dies 


Jean-Francois Pouliot,an 
outspoken Liberal who crossed the 
Commons floor in a conscription 
dispute with Mackenzie King & 
returned to the fold in the St. 
Laurent era, died Sunday, July 
6th after a long illness. He was 
79. 

Often regarded as |'enfant 
terrible of both the Commons and 
the Senate, he served Parliament 
44 years, 31 as an MP for Temis- 
couata. 

Mr. Pouliot once told school 
kids in a panel discussion that the 
Speaker is "the man who says 
‘order' whenever | stand up" 

His chief targets during his 
years in the Commons were senic 
civil servants. "Bureaucrats'’ he 
called them, and ‘dangerous men 

He opposed conscription i n 
1944 and broke from Mackenzie 
King's ruling Liberals to sit as an

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independent until Louis St. Laur- 
ent assumed power in 1948. 

Even after the Second World 
War, he suggested-before St. 
Lau rent's day-that King retire. 

Mr. Pouliot was the most vo- 
cal member of the Commons from 
the year he was elected in 1924 
until his appointment to the Sen- 
ate in 1955. 

He retired in 1968. 

Once he referred to another 
MP as a drum 'very noisy but em- 
pty’. To underline his objection 
to Parliament handling divorce 
cases from Quebec and Newfourd 
land, he said: 

"All parties who came here 
for divorce shall be sterilized be- 
fore divorce is granted. "

THEDESERONTO 
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Hastings Tourism 
Needs Man-made 
Attractions 


Tourism still is the major 
industry in Hastings County. 

But the industry still needs 
encouragement from government 
a meeting in Madoc called by 
the Hastings County industrial & 
planning committee was told re- 
cently. 

As Dick Wigston, manager of 
Madawaska Valley Tourist Asso- 
ciation succintly explained i t 
"Everyone has scenery. Now we 
need man-made attractions-and 
development of those attractions 
is what is needed." 

The support of local govern- 
ment groups like Hastings County 
council was needed both morally 
and financially, " he added. 

Mr. Wigston was among spoke 
smen for local councils, chamber 
of commerce and tourists groups 
called together by the committee 
here to discuss---among other 
issues----possible formation of a 
county chamber of commerce. 

The debate reached no conch 
sion on the proposal but did pro- 
vide "some guidelines "for thou- 
ght, concluded committee chair- 
man Reeve William Shannon o f 
Marmora.

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Toronto Announces 
Controls on 
Pollution but not 
on DDT 


The provincial government 
announced control on environmert 
pollution Friday-establishing new 
standards, revising old regulatim 
but refusing to take action onthe 
use of DDT. 

The regulations governing air 
pollution from automobilestrucks 
diesel vehicles and some industri- 
es which were announced by En- 
ergy and Resources Minister Geo. 
Kerr place the province in the 
forefront of pollution control in 
Canada. 

The stringency of standards 
first established in 1968 has been 
increased to decrease the amount 
of pollutant emitted by cars to 
conform to U. S. regulations. 
Part of the program will be a 
sofety check system on highways 
to insure that 1969 and 1970 car 
and truck models conform to spec: 
ifications. 

At the same time, Mr. Kerr 
announced the first in a series of 
industrial pollution controls for 
iron foundries there are at presert 
about 90 in Ontario that will be 


xpanded to cover asphalt factor- 


— 
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ies, refineries and steel mills. 
Mr. Kerr also announced a 
change in regulations requiring 
pleasure boats with sleeping ac- 
commodation to contain toilet 
facilities and a holding tank.The 
discharge of raw sewage or gar- 
bage from pleasure boats remains 
forbidden but only boats with 
toilets must have a holding tank, 
The exemption applies mainly to 
sail boats used in racing,he said 

But in a meeting after a press 
conference, Mr. Kerr told three 
members of the Pollution Probers, 
an activist research group against 
pollution, that the government 
will consider banning DDT only 
when its use inthe province is 
shown to be harmful. 

Twenty-five members of the 
University of Toronto group had 
eorlier marched on the legisla- 
ture wearing gas masks to demand 
a ban on DDT. Mr. Kerr agreed 
to meet with members of th e 
group and their sponsor, Dr. Don 
Chant of the U. of T. Zoology 
department, to discuss their find- 
ings concerning DDT. 

The controls on pollution fran 
motor vehicles announced by Mr. 
Kerr change the units of measur - 
ment and tighten the standards. 
Mr. Kerr said the measurements 
in future will be in grams per- 


vehicle mile rather thanthe parts 
of pollutant per million parts of 
vehicle exhaust.

Women who want to work for 
the Anglican or United Churches 
now are being trained at the sare 
school, a move the school's prin- 
cipals say may have unpredicta~ 
ble side effects. 

The Anglican Women's Train- 
ing College and Covenant College 
the United Church training school 
began fully combined operations 
in June in Toronto. 


Harriet Christie calls the ar~ 
rangement a trial marriage,to be 
made legal next year if it works 
out, but she also says the Angli- 
con property is being sold. 

Dr. Christie and Marion Niven 
are co-principals of the new 
school, as yet unnamed. Dr. 
Christie has been principal of 
Covenant College, Miss Niven 
of the Anglican college. Staff ard 
students of both now are at Coy- 
enant. 

Dr. Christie says:'' There is a 
feeling for Anglicans that they 
have burned a pretty big bridge.! 

She says the school project is 
not officially a step toward the 
much=discussed union of the two 
churches, but is an undertaking 
that will be watched. 

"We are recognized by both 
churches, of course, we had of- 
ficial approval to proceed. But 
no one officially regards this as 
@ step toward church union. 

"| think it would be fair to 
say both our churches ore watch- 
ing to see how this works,out,t o 
see how further steps might be tak: 
en to church amalgamation. " 

"We are trying to be careful, 
knowing this could further or 
hamper things. " 

The school has 27 students 
Most of them fromthe United 
Church, Enrolment in the Angli- 
can school has been low for7 yrs. 

Miss Niven says she hopes the 
combined school will have o pos~ 
itive effect on the standing of 
Anglican women workers, which 
she says needs Improving. 

"A lot of parallel things ore 
happening that might effect it.1 
see this change as part of the pic- 
ture. We are a new college,try- 
Ing to fit the needs of the 1970's 
A lot of people are still thinking 
of church workers in terms of the 
1890's. 

She says what needs changing 
most is the attitude toward woren 
inthe church. She recently at- 

~ tended a meeting of the Anglican 
women church workers who want 
to form an organization of regis- 
tered church workers. 

"We talked about what we 
would put on a button if we gave 
buttons out at the Anglican gen- 
eral 3ynod meeting in Aug. One 
suggestion was "May women speak 
for themselves"instead of someone 
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saying, "You are in the chure 
and these are your talents, and 
this is what you will be doing." 

The school teaches womenand 
men who work for the churches in 
jobs other than the ministry, such 
as Christian education and church 
social work. The United Church 
school has accepted male students 
for about six years. Dr. Christie 
says they also accept students who 
ore not neccessarily going towork 
for the church. 

She says the two schools plus 
the Presbyterians’ Ewart College 
have co-operated on some cours- 
es for a number of yrs. Negotia- 
tions to combine the United and 
Anglican schools began two yrs. 
ago and they shared classes last 
year.

The loan companies expect 
growth in loan volume for the 
first half of this year to be almost 
3.25 per cent, just half the rote 
of the first six months of 1968. 

Mr. Flanagan says there has 
been a “detectable slowdown"in 
durable goods financing apart 
from cars, this year. 

Large business loans by banks 
have probably fallen off more 
sharply thon personal loans inthe 
last three months, Mr. Crockett 
soid. Business loans stood at 
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to prime customiérs--mainly blue 
chip corporate borrowers to 84% 
this month. Although existing 
lines of credit hove beencut back 
bankers say they are taking "a 
pretty hard look" at any requests 
for increased lines. 

"Things are going to get wor- 
se before they get better, "Allen 
Lambert, president of the Toron- 
to Dominion Bank, predicts. 

Mr. Crockett says bank mort~ 


gage funds are being rationed , 


but earlier commitments-some 
from as long ago as mid-1968-

Along with a tougher lending 
policy by banks the major reason 
for the loan slowdown bankers 
say, is the Bank of Canada's 
June directive for chartered banks 
to increase their secondary reser- 
ve ratios.

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Ontario Hydro 
Doubles Nuclear 
Training Facilities 


As Ontario Hydro moves re- 
solutely into the nuclear age, 
it's stepping up its program of 
training specialists for the nu- 
clear power giants of the future. 
By 1980, nuclear power will com- 
prise one-third of Hydro's entire 
generating capacity, compared 
with its present two per cent. 

To handle the increased pro- 
gram, Hydro's Nuclear Train- 
ing Centre at Rolphton on the 
Ottawa River, will be expanded 
by the end of the year. M. Sul- 
livan and Son Limited of Arnprior 
has been awarded a contract t® 
extend the present one-storey 
H-shaped structure ergaked in 
late 1965, 

When completed, the centre 
capacity will be doubled to pro- 
vide 11 lecture rooms, laborator- 
jes and additional office and 
storage space. It will accommo- 
date 150 trainees compared with 
the present capacity of about 80 
at one time. 

Fifty-two apartments units in 


two buildings are to be erected at| 


Deep River, 12 miles away by 
Winkel Development Limited of 
Toronto. They will be available 
for rental to Hydro trainees and 
their families. 

George Howey, superinten- 

“dent of the Nuclear Training Cerr 
tre, says the training program was 
developed on the basis that most 
men hired as operators, maintain- 
ers and professionals. would 
have little or no related nu- 
clear experience or pertinent trae 
skills. 

Since established in 1962 fhe 
NTC has already trained more 
than 400 persons. Most have 
gone into Hydro's two nuclear 
plants in production at Rolphton 
and at Douglas Point near Kin- 
cardine on Lake Huron. 

Hundreds more will be need- 
ed for future plants and two huge 
new nuclear stations under con- 
struction. One, at Pickering, 
will have a capacity of more 
than 2 million kilowatts ( about 
100 times larger than the orig- 
inal Nuclear Power Demonstra- 
tion Plant at Rolphton.) The 
Bruce plant, a 3.2. million- 
kilowatt plant will be erected 
near the present Douglas Point 
station. 

Alinost all of Hydro's nucler 
staff begins its training at the 
Training Centre. The basic cour 
se comprises 32 different subjeds 
ranging from mathematics to first 
aid and takes four or five months 

Lorne McConnell, Hydro's 
nuclear operations engineer, 
says a 10 year staff training plan 
updated annually, has been de- 
vised to handle present and fu~ 

ture training needs. The various 
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skills needed have been broken 
down into 150 modules or pack= 
ages and each trainee studies the 
modules needed for his position, 
which was constantly updated in 
the light of operating experien- 
ce. 

Mr. McConnell says, " We 
must recruit and train about 00 
new people every year. After 
the trainee leaves the NTC his 
training continues at the power 
plant and many return for refresh 
er courses. " 

He adds, "After we k now 
the number of people needed for 
a station, we computerize the 
expected attrition such as retire- 
ment, change of jobs, promo- 
tions and the like and arrive at 
the number realistically needed 
for that station and we trainmen 
accordingly . 

"The job", he says "is to 
train the right people for the 
tight job at the right time.”
